Hewent 
back to his old home in Suffolk county, and, 
as he expressed it, started for the first time 
in his life to “ draw corn from the soil instead 
of from the commissary department.“ In 
| 1874 he went to Boston and delivered a 
patriotic address at the Bunker hill celebra- 
tion which attracted much attention.

ton they were walking together. Now both 
are dead, and they may be again walking 
and talking together for ell I know. ‘They 
were crossing from the junction of Broadway, 
Fifth avenue, and Twenty-third street to the 
Fifth Avenue hotel, and 1 noticed at the time 
that although Hutton was the younger man 
he had not the sprightly step or the alert eye 
in fact, Jefferson seemed to be 
looking out for Hutton. He had him by the 
arm, and as they dodged trolley cars, hansom 
cabs, automobiles, and trucks it was Jeffer- 
son who took the attitude of the protector. 
When I first knew Mr. Hutton he lived ir 
a roomy brown stone house on West Thirty- 
fourth, street. His father was then dead, 
and be was living with his mother. This was 
before his marriage. I was a youngster 
then, and I was thrilled by his literary treas- 
ures—his autographs of great men, hin 
sketches by Thackeray and others, his pres- 
entation copies of popular books, and the 
whole atmosphere of literature and the stage. 
In this book Mr. Hutton tells the story of his 
literary life, his Ifterary friends, and his col- 
lection ot books, autographs, masks, and se 
forth. While not a great writer—no one 
would be quicker to say this than he would 
himself—Mr. Hutton was always an enter- 


taining writer. He had a pleasant intimate 
} style in his writing that was a characteristic 


of the man. In reading his books, particu- 
larly this last one, you feel that you, rather 
than Mrs. Moore, were chatting with him in 
his library. Mr. Hutton’s three great friend- 
ships among actors were with Edwin Booth, 
Joseph Jefferson, and Lawrence Barrett. 
In literature, I suppose that Mark Twain 
and Brander Matthews were his closest 


friends, though he knew everybody worth. 


knowing in the gufld of authors. 


Mr. George Haven Putnam has written an 
introductory note to this book in which he 


tells how it came into being. He was sitting | 


with Mr. Hutton in his library at Princeton, 
listening to his informal talk concerning his 
friends and the incidents of his career. As 
they moved about “ between the fascinating 
collections of the wen furnished shelves and 
Walls of the library,”’ ne thing and another, 
“portraits, autograph letters inscribed 


books, play bills, menus of od time dinners,” | 
brought to the mind of Mr. Hutton recollec- | 


tions of friends, many of whom already had 


| joined the majority. It was then that Mr. 


Putnam suggested to his host that he ought 
to put into print his varied memoirs of men 
and of things. “ Yes,” he replied, “ it would 
be a pleasant task except for the labor of 
the writing. I find myself growing lazy in 
my old age, and I cannot now apply myself 
to any regular task work. If I could talk 
about my friends into an appreciative and 
discriminating phonograph it would be a 


pleasure to put the reminiscences on record.” 


Mr. Putnam was not the man to be discour- 
aged by such talk as this. He told Mr. Hut- 
ton that he would find the “ discriminating 
phonograph for him to talk into if he would 
do the talking. and to this Mr. Hutton agreed. 
Mrs. Isabel Moore, who had a good deal of 
experience in this sort of Hterary work, was 
selected by Mr. Putnam, and it is through 
her tactful and conscientious service that 
it has proved possible to preserve in book 
form this memorial of the genial owner of

| AURICE HEWLETT, in his book of 
| short stories, “FOND ADVEN- 
) TURES,” is again at his pretty occu- 
|, *® pation of weaving fine fabrics of lit- 
| erature—fabrics having beautiful old 
designs and curiously if gracefully contorted 
figures. His tales and sagas hold one with 
their quaint charm, but the man has grown 
quite artificial—“ beautifully artificial” 
Oscar Wilde would have said in the days 
when he made epigrams. No one is disturbed 


if the heroine dies, tortured, or if the hero 


falls by the way, in sight of his heart’s de- 
sire. An unreality, charming, it is true, but 


conductive now and then to indifference upon 


the part of the reader, marks every tale. 
Every story is of love, and the love seems 
to be impassioned..
